Mr. SIZOO said that apparently DOUGLASS is misusing 
the testimony of the Director on 3/4/65. Mr. SIZOO instructed 
that we immediately correct this statement with DOUGLASS 
and firmly impress upon him that the Director did not say that 
the "United Nations is a front for Communist spies." We are 
to instruct DOUGLASS that he should cease immediately using 
the Director's name in any such messages. 

SIZOO requested that immediately following the contact 
with DOUGLASS in which we set him straight, that a carefully 
worded teletype be sent to the Director so advising of the 
action taken.

Around 300 persons vere present to hear John H. 
Rousselot speak at a John Birch Society-sponsored meeting 
at 8 p.m., October 21 in Neptune Boom at Bayfront Center, 

St. Petersburg. 

The major portion of his address dealt with the 
background of the formation of the V U. N. He also pointed 
out that no U. N. action had been taken in cases where the 
communist world was concerned, such as Hungary, Red China's 
invasion of Indian border. He was critical of barbarous 
actions of UN troops in Congo.

V He quoted J. Edgar Hoover frequently. One statement 
he referred to was in regard to UN being center of subversive 
activities for communist nations in U. S. He mentioned Bang- 
Jensen case and reported that Bang-Jensen had talked with 
Allen Dulles. 


In mentioning the list of persons assigned to work 
toward an organization for world peace prior to close of 
VWII, he listed only Dean Acheson as not being a communist. 

Several times he referred humorously to the "secret" '_ 
meetings of the John Birch Society. \_ 


During question and answer periods he was asked why 
U. S. didn't declare open war in Viet Nam since we had so many 
troops there. He admitted that it was in violation of constitu¬ 
tion but that there were legal complications at this point since 
troops were already in. He felt we could win in Viet Nam if we 
wished. He said until a few months ago weapons we were using were 
obsolete. He indicated that letters from soldiers told oti 
Instances when they were told not to fire on enemy, such as 
our troops passing group of Viet Cong on road and neither side 
firing on one another. He agreed that it was odd that we would 
engage in conflict so many miles away and yet do nothing about 
Cuba He agreed that the CIA had made a lot of mbtakes and 
said that in Cuba there had been one portion of CIA working 
with Castro and another portion working.against Castro. 


u^At one point in talking he referred to the fact that 
the Overstreets had been communists. Later, he amid their background 




wasn’t important and that the important thing to do was to 
present the facts the Overstreets omitted. 

He hoped that those present who weren't John Birch 
members would visit some of the John Birch meetings. If 
they didn't agree with some of the points made, they were 
perfectly free to express their dissident opinion. 

Regarding Earl Warren, he said all that the John 
Birch Societymnted was to have congress, via constitutional 
means, try Earl Warren because Earl Warren was distorting 
meaning of Supreme Court.

Some of what we 
have observed has pleased us but much of what we have seen 
displeased, disgusted and repulsed us. Therefore, we have 
agreed and resolved that some changes must be made. We feel 
the changes suggested are reasonable and fair. In general, 
all we are asking is that girls again become feminine in their 
thoughts, words, and deeds. We are tired of constantly being 
forced to look at girls' underwear. For example, skirts not 
long enough to cover underwear during such normal activities 
as sitting, stooping, reaching up or running. Boys do not 
like the carelessness girls display when sitting with legs 
apart constantly making others look at their underwear. This 
is no thrill for boys or anyone else, just obnoxious. We take 
a dim view of girls using profane and obscene language in 
their conversations with each other and with us. Clean up 
your mouths or keep quiet. We are concerned about the large 
number of girls whose general behavior is becoming unfeminine 
and boy-like.'

"Let freedom ringj Rock concerts seem to be 
increasing in popularity and are often even sponsored by 
local government and local businesses. Almost every¬ 
one recognizes the dangers of drug abuse, both to the 
individual and to society. But few realize the con¬ 
nection between rock music and the so-called folk band 
and drugs. If they did, parents and others sympathetic 
to the desires of teenagers would not be demanding a 
place for them to congregate in parks or elsewhere to 
listen to what is Innocently termed “their music.’
